Army Engineers have called 
for bids for four more construc- 
tion jobs at the George C. Mar- 
shall Spaee Flight Centers new 
Mississippi Test Facility, whičh 
is being constructed in Hancock 
County, Mississippi, for ground 
testing rocket stages and engiries 
for the manned lunar landing pro- 
gram. The four contracts are esti- 
mated to total more than $3,000, 
000. i 

Bids will be opened on May 28 
for clearing 800 acres at the con- 
struction site for the test còmplex 
where various stages of the Saturn 
V moon rocket wil be ground 
fired. 

Bids will be opened on June 
3 for constructing an emergency 
service building in the future sup- 
port area complex. The building 
will be a one-story concrete and 
steel structure with a floor area 
of about 15,000 square feet. 

Bids will be opened on June 6 
for excavation for the lock which 
wili lift vocket and fuel barges 
the 20 feet from the level of East 
Pearl River to the level of the 
canal system serving the Mississip- 
vi Test Facility. The job will in- 
clude clearing 158 acres, grubbing 
54 acres, excavating about 875,000 
cubic yards of material, and in: 
stalling a dewatering system. . 

Bids will be opened on June 11 
for constructing a general purpose 
warehouse, a site maintenance 
building, a well pump house, a 
300,000-galion elevated “water stor- 
age tank, a fenced sewage lagoon, 
utility lines, and pavement, all ih 
the support area.

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STENNIS URGES 
CRASH PROGRAM 
TO SPEED 
SETTLEMENTS 


WASHINGTON, D. C. - Senator 
John Stennis has urged the U. S. 
Corps of Engineers to begin a 
crash program to speed up land 
settlements for the missile testing 
site in South Mississippi. 

Stennis, met with officials of 
the Corps of Engineers in Wash- 
ington and from the Mobile Dis- 
trict office to urge an accelerated 
program for paying the landowners 
for their lanq for the test facility 
in Hancock and Pear] River Coun- 
ties. 

Conferring with Stennis were 
Frederick M. Figert and Wood- 
row Berge, both of the Washing. 
ton engineer office, and William 
E. Mussell of the Mobile office. 

Stennis pointed out that the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) had an- 
nounced plans for the construction 
f the site as early as October 
1961. 


“Since that time, more than 18 
months have passed and the Corps 
of Engineers hag acquired only 
tbout 4,500 acres of a proposed 
(28,000 acres which will be need- 
od for the buffer zone surround- 
ing the actual test site,” Stennis 
said. 

In some cases, Stennis explained, 
easements will be obtained from 
landowners in the buffer zone, but 
in some instances the fand will 
be purchased outright. But in any 
case, landowners will be required 
to move. The 13,000 acres in the 
interior of the site have been pur- 
chased outright by the federal 
government. 

Stennis urged the Engineers to 
“use more property appraisers and 
negotiators to speed up the whole 
program.” 

He pointed out that “in those 
vases where. it is .obyious that a 
ettlement cannot be reached’ be- 
ween the federal government and 
he landowner, then court pro- 
2edin7s will be required to de- 
ermine the actual fair market 
value of the property. The gov- 
rnment should not delay the 
ourt proceeding where there is 
o possibility of agreement. Such 
1 delay takes advantage of the 
‘andowner. He cannot make his 
plans or acquire other property 
until he knows what the govern- 
ment will pay for the property it 
is taking from him.” 

More importantly, but less un- 
derstood by the landowner, Sten- 
nis said, is the requirement by 
which the federal government pays 
into the court the appraised mar- 
ket value of the land at the time 
the petition is filed. 

“Landowners and homeowners, 
if their land titles are clear, can 
then petition the court to get a 
substantial part of that money 
in order to’ proceed with their 
plans for acquiring new or diffe- 
rent homes,” Stennis explained. 

In summary, Stennis told the 
Engineers, “You have had your 
days of grace. Time has run out 
new and it is time to do business 
with the landowner. I now urge 
the Engineers to make an extraor- 


dinary effort to come to a settle- | 


ment with landowners and move 
this program ahead with greater 
speed and action.”

they are based no longer exist in 
any individual case. There are no 
group or-class defermerits or ex- 
emptions. No deferment or exemp- 
tion may be assigned except on the 
“basis” of “inidividdal “status. “~~” 

Exemptions and deferments al- 
so differ. Most deferments extend 
liability to age 35; exemptions do 
not. Exemptions are relatively 
Permanent. Deferments are in- 
tended to be temporary. They are 
reviewed periodically and occupa- 
tional deferments are limited to 
a maximum period of one year at 
a time. 

Relatively few men without 
prior military service qualify for 
exemptions compared to the num. 
bers who, for temporary periods, 
qualify for deferments. 

As far as men without military 
service are concerned, the largest 
exempt group is made up of mini- 
sters of religion and theological 
students. Relatively small num- 
bers are exempt as aliens or as 
sole surviving sons of families 
which have lost one or more sons 
and daughters in service. 

On the other hand, deferments 
affect a great many men. Largest 
deferred group is that made up of 
men who are not qualified for 
service in the Armeg Forces - the 
IV-F or I-Y registrants. Others 
may be deferred in Class ID-A as 
fathers or because their induc- 
tion would result in extreme 
hardship to dependents; because 
they are engaged in study or 
occupations important to the 
national health, safety or interest 
(Class II-A, -C, or H-S); because 
they are satisfactory members of 
a Reserve component including 
the National Guard, or are in 
ROTC (Class I-D). 

Two types of student deferments 
are provided. Deferment in Class 
IS is for full-time students who 
are making normal progress in 
their studies. However, with nor- 
mal progress, a man may com- 
blete college before he reaches 
the age at which induction is im- 
minent. But it is important to 
keep the local board advised of 
Student status as a sudden heavy 
mobilization could bring the draft 
age down into the college group. 
The deferment is also available 
to graduate students. 

The other student deferment, 
designated Class LS, is provided 
by law to permit a man to com- 
plete an academic year when he 
‘s ordered for induction during 
the school year. The deferment 
‘s available only once. It expires 
it the end of the academic year 
er when the student ceases to 
nursue a full-time course satis- 
factorily. 

Occupational deferments are 
ised, for example, to avoid ag- 
‘ravating the teacher shortage 
and to insure an adequate supply 
of scientific, engineering, and 
technical personnel in the defense 
effort or in activities vital to 
civilian society ang the economy. 

Fathers who are not physicians, 
dentists, or veterinarians are de- 
ferred for fatherhood by itself.. 
Where other dependents are claim- 
‘d. if must be demonstrated to 
fhe local board that extreme 
hardship to bona fide dependents 
vill result from induction. 

Reiatively few qualified men 
nass their 26th birthday in a de- 
ferred or exempt status. And re- 
member, a man deferred any time 
before age 26 remains liable to 
age 35.

STATE COLLEGE: Because heat- 
ing is such an jmportant factor in 
the production .of greenhouse to- 
matoes, the Mississippi Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station has been 
seeking systems which would main- 
tain the desired temperature, dis- 
tribute it evenly, and not pollute 
the atmosphere in the house. 

Horticultrist E. L. Moore and 
Agricultural Engineer T. N. Jones 
save devised: suvh a system Which 
completely eliminates all products 
of combustion from the plant 
growing areas. Plans are available 
on request. 

They located a forced warm-air 
furnace in a plastic covered heat- 
ing and air movement quarters of 
unique design and attached to one 
end of a greenhouse. The heating 
and air movement quarters was 
divided into two compartments. 
One contained the gas lines, pilot 
light, combustion chamber and 
vent stack. This compartment was 
separated from the radiating units 
of the furnace by metal Partitions, 
and from the greenhouse ang air 
movement compartment by plastic 
partitions. All gases that may have 
seeped from the lines and fumes 
that blew back down the stack 
were collected in the combustion 
compartment and eliminated 
through the vent stack. 

The other compartment contain- 
ed the radiating units of the fur-
